Town to begin 
budget talks in 
next few months 


Town ofFortEriestaff will 
soon begin their conversa¬ 
tion about budget expenses. 

Councillors received a 
report with information 
about the upcoming budget 
schedule for 2016 during last 
Monday’s council-in-com- 
mittee meeting. 

The 2016 capital budget 
forecast submitted in 2015 
included a total of 46 pro¬ 
jects for a total budget of 
$10.8 million. 

As the preliminary budget 
stands, residents could face 
a 3.3 per cent property tax 
increase and a 2.6 per cent 
increase to their water bills if 
council doesn’t cut items 
from the list of expenses.

Horse race suggests 
no party stands out

I I tempted into 
£ J thinking a new 
poll out Sunday shows 
a major change in the 
previous trend we’ve 
seen coming out of the 
federal campaign. 

Nanos Research 
placed the Liberals 
at 32.5%, the 
Conservatives at 31.5% 
and the NDP at 27.6%. 

It’s noteworthy 
because it was taken 
right after Friday night's 
French language leaders 
debate and has the NDP 
in its worst showing in a 
long time. So much for 
the narrative that Tom 
Mulcair was the man to 

But let’s not jump 
to conclusions —any 
at all—so fast. In truth 
all this poll shows is 
what every poll this 
campaign has shown. 
Regardless of who is 
actually first, all of 
these results are more 
or less a three-way 

There have been few 


moments when there’s 
clearly been a party 
or leader favoured by 
voters in the election. 

One might think 
this is only natural in 
a country with diverse 
political views like 
Canada. However this 
wasn’t the case in the 
last election. 

Back in 2011 there 
were polls where the 
Conservatives were 20 
points ahead of both 
the Liberals and NDP. 

As candidates, 


a similar economic 
pitch: Crafting tax and 
infrastructure policies 
in a way that, they 
claim, creates better 
economic conditions 
for Canada’s middle 

These similanues m 
pitch confuse regular 
voters — particularly 
when some of the 
supposedly biggest 
moments in the 
campaign have been 
wonkish arguments 
involving the party 


love to say: The only 
poll that counts is the 
one on election day. 

It’s true. 

But this horse 
race pattern is still 
informative. It sends 
a message to party 
leaders. It tells them that 
they need to do more to 
differentiate themselves 
from each other. 

While there are of 
course differences in 
the policy specifics, 
they’re all largely 
campaigning with 


recessions, deficits, 
surpluses, whether 
we’re in them or not and 
which position is better. 

Talk about a snooze 
fest for voters. They 
can’t tell the leaders 
apart and some of the 
time we hardly can 
either. 

Message to the 
parties: Want to stand 
out more in the polls? 

Then stand out more 

policy priorities.

Fort Erie’s nightlife will soon be hop¬ 
ping once again. 

After her business, Long Shotz Bar 

2013, Karen Minhas thought about what 
her next steps would be. 

“I love Fort Erie and I wanted to invest in 
the community. I love the geography, 
we're right next to the border and people 
here are so open minded.” 

In February, Minhas, who has lived in 
Fort Erie for 15 years, saw her opportu¬ 
nity to reinvest in the community.
